Yellow fever on the Norwegian bark Homewood. 

Tobtugas, Key West, Fla., March 10, 1897. 
Sib : I have the honor to report the arrival at this station on the 8th 
of the Norwegian bark Homewood from Eio bound to Pensacola. Two 
seamen died of yellow fever during the voyage ; one was taken sick on 
the fourth and the other on the seventh day after leaving Rio. The 
first case died on January 25, the second on February 3. No further 
outbreak occurred during the voyage, which lasted fifty-one days. The 
vessel has been held for disinfection.
